Opt 4.01 Qualifications. An optometrist holding a
license to practice optometry in another state may become
Iicensed in Wisconsin if the applicant submits evidence satisfac-
tory to the board that he or she satisfies all of the following criteria:

(1) Has graduated from an accredited school or college of
optometry approved by the board.

(2) Has passed the examination of the national board of
examiners in optometry or a licensing examination in another
state.

(3) Has practiced optometry for at least 5 years.
(4) Has passed the required state board examinations adminis-

tered by the board as set forth in s. Opt 4.03.
(5) Has never been disciplined by the licensing authority in

any other state, territory or country for any misconduct or viola-
tions which evidence lack of competence to practice optometry in
Wisconsin as determined by the board.

(B) Is not aware of any pending complaints against the appli-
cant or investigations of the applicant that relate to the practice of
optometry.

(7) Does not have a pending criminal charge or a conviction
record, subject to ss. 111.321, 111.322 and 111.335, Stats.

Note: Applicants who engaged in the practice of optometry for at least 5 years
priorto 1996 are required to take and pass parts 1 and II of the nationalboard examina-
tion. Applicants who engaged in the practice of optometry for less than 5 years prior
to 1996 and applicants who graduated from an approved college of optometry after
December 31, 1995 are required to take and pass Farts 1, 11 and III of the national
board examination. It is the responsibility of the applicant to contact the national
board to request that verification of the applicant's successful completion of thereq-
uisite examination be forwarded to the board. An application will not be considered
complete until aftertheboard receives the examination verification and other essen-
tial information.

Op#4.02 Application procedures. (1) Anapplicantfor
licensure under this chapter shall file with the board, no later than
30 days prior to the examination, a completed application oil a
form provided by the board. The application shall include:

(a) The signature of the applicant.
(b) Notice as to whether the applicant has been disciplined in

any state in which he or she has held a license.
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(c) The fees authorized in s. 440.05 (I) and (2), Stats.
Note: A list ofallcurrent examination fees maybe obtained at no charge from the

Office of Examinations, Department of Regulation and Licensing, 1400 East Wash-
ington Avenue, P.O. Box 8935, Madison, WI 53708.

Note: An otherwise qualified applicant with a disability shalt he provided with
reasonable accommodations. Application forms for licensure may be obtained from
the board office located at 1400 Past Washington Avenue, P.O. Box 8935, Madison,
WI 53708.

(d) A certified transcript of the coursework completed by the
applicant submitted directly to the board by an accredited school
or college of optometry approved and recognized by the board.

Note: The board annuallyreviews for approval the colleges ofoptometryaccred-
ited by the council on optometry education of the American optometric association
or other accrediting bodies. A list of board approved colleges of optometry is avail-
able from the board upon request. It is the responsibility of the applicant to contact
the appropriate collegeto request that the college forward a certified transcript to the
board office. An application will not be considered complete until after the board
receives a copy of the transcript and other essential information.

(e) Verification of the applicant's licensure submitted directly
to the board by all states in which the applicant has ever held a
license.	 '

Note: It is theresponsibilityof the applicant to contact the appropriate state licens-
ing agencies to request that verification of the applicant's licensure be forwarded to
the board. An application will not be considered to be complete until after the board
receives verification of licensure from all state licensing agencies and other essential
information.

(2) Applicants who have a pending criminal charge or have
been convicted of any crime shall provide the board all related
information necessary for the board to determine whether the cir-
cumstances of the pending criminal charge or conviction are sub-
stantially related to the circumstances of the licensed activity.

Note: For certification to use diagnostic pharmaceutical agents, an applicant for
licensure must also meet requirements inch.RL10. For certification to use therapeu-
tic pharmaceutical agents, an applicammust satisfy the requirements set forth inchs.
